"I was spending two weeks 


here and two weeks there," 
he said, "so 1 figured it 
would be easier to stay here. 
And there was the economy 
of it, too. My house pay- 
ments here are what It cost 
to park two cars in New 
York." 


The first year was slow, 


but things picked up when

From then on, it has been a 
steady upward climb.

T h e Gerber 
convention 


was i n v e n t e d by John 
Gerber of Houston about the 
same time as Easley Black- 
wood invented Blackwood. 


Gerber uses the four-club 


bid as an ace-asking bid 
with the four-diamond re- 
sponse to show zero or four 
aces, four hearts to show 
one, four spades to show two 
and four no-trump to show 
three. It has never achieved 
popularity except after no- 
trump openings, when play- 
ers prefer to use four no- 
trump as a strong no-trump 
bid.

A confidential communication 


Is ono in whicli the author makes 
his name and address known, but 
asks that it not be published. 
In such cases we have to either 
respect his wishes or reject 
publication entirely. On general 
discussions we usually withhold 
the real name— but In public at- 
tacks upon specific 
officials 


we require publication of the 
author's name, or the letter 
is rejected. 


Anonymous letters or 'plione 


calls do no more liarm than you 
allow them to— unless they are 
threatening, in which case you 
should filf ;i complaint with eith- 
er 
fhe past office or police. 


If you fail to demand the 'phone- 


caller's name at once you are 
asking for anythingyou may hear. 
A Hope woman once called The 
Star to complain that she getting 
anonymous 'phone calls rejvirt- 
ing he i husband was dating anoth- 
er woman. When we askfd her 
why she didn't shut off the con- 
versation 
by demanding 
tin- 


caller's name, sin- iep!ird:"But 
I wantfd to hear what she had to 
say.'' 


But soap opera is easur to 


take on impersonal television 
than in an annnyrnous telephone 
call involving you personally. 


If I had no sympahy for this 


woman it was because she was 
no U-tter tlun her anonymous 
calK-i — like the caller, she was 
looking for tiouble. . .when she 
could have demanded a name and 
hung up.

prisoners. 


The special panel also urged 


revamping reporting procedures 
to ensure that inquiries into any 
future Incidents will flow up the 
chain of command and not be 
blocked at company or battalion 
levels. 


The recommendations were 


included in a report made pub- 
lic Tuesday that resulted in 
charges of dereliction of duty 
and failure to obey regulations 
against 10 field grade officers 
and three captains In the al- 
leged massacre. 


Lt. Gen. William R. Peers, 


who headed the Army Investiga- 
tion, refused to characterize the 
original field probe—which pro- 
duced negative results—as a 
cover-up of the alleged massa- 
cre 
of Vietnamese 
civilians 


March 16, 1068. 


But he stated "our Inquiry 


clearly established that a trege- 
dy of major proportions oc- 
curred there" March 16,1968. 


Peers said his group received 


testimony and evidence "to indi- 
cate that certain Individuals, ei- 
ther wittingly or unwittingly, by 
their action suppressed informa- 
tion 
from 
the incident from 


being passed up the chain, of 
command." 


The Army said the Peers in- 


quiry prompted them to file 
charges against Maj. Gen. Sam- 
uel W. Roster, who commandj, 
the America) Division, elemeni 
of which swept the Son My-My 
Lai area at the time of the al- 
leged killings of more (ton 100 
civilians. 


Also charged with dereliction 


of duty and failure to obey regu-

knowledge from authorities.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Like 


peace in Vietnam, relief front 
the fear of crime in the streets 
that grips millions of Americans 
remains elusive after 15 months 
of the Nixon administration. 


The latest statistics show seri- 


ous crimes In the nation rose 11 
per cent last year, and if that 
was a smaller increase than in 
previous years, it was far from 
the abrupt reversal promised by 
President Nixon in his 1968 earn* 
paign. 


In speech after speech since 


then the President and other ad- 
ministration 
spokesmen have 


blamed Congress for delaying 
legislation that would produce 
the 
longed-for 
change. But 


would it? 


Of the 20-odd crime bills pro- 


posed by the administration, 
none is aimed directly at pre- 
venting the muggings, robber- 
ies, rapes and murders most 
Americans think of when crime 
in the streets Is mentioned. 


This Is not due to any lack of 


desire by the administration to 
combat such crimes. It is sim- 
ply because the federal govern- 
ment, except in the District of 
Columbia, has no direct way to 
get at It. 


Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 


who as chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee plays a 
key role in the drafting of crime 
legielatio, thinks the adminis- 
tration fell into a trap of its own 


setting when it tried to blame 
the Jonnson administration fcr 
the prevalence of crime in the 
streets. 


"By making it part of the 


presidential 
campaign," 
he 


says, "It has misled the public 
into believing that crime in the 
streets is a federal responsibili- 
ty. It is not. It is a local respo- 
slbility. 1 can only be made a 
federal responsibility by making 
all crircas federal crimes and 
instituting a national police 
force." 


The administration's package 


of crime bills deals primarily 
with organized crime, drug con- 
trol, federal court procedures 
and obscenity. 


These are areas where the 


federal government has respon- 
sibility and whereprobleos do 
exist. But solving those prob- 
lems won't end the fear of a 
stickup, an intruder's step or a 
violent attack that has caused 
countless Americans to lock 
their doors and shut their eyes 
tor what might be happening to 
someone else In the streets. 


The only major federal pro- 


gtem that could have an impact 
of local crime is the Law En- 
forcement 
Assistance 
Act— 


LEA A, which was signed into 
law six months before Nixon

Oiler constructs the cages hlni- 


self from plywood, styrofoam 
and IC-guage welded wire, He 
said the styrofoam Is placed on 
the bottom of the cages to make 
them float so tliat a close watch 
can be kept on the fish. Alx>ut 
1,200 fish are kept In each cage, 
Oiler said. 


Oiler, who operates Arkansas 


Fh>h Farms at Hope, said he 
hopes that the fivt-to-slx-inch 
flngerllngs to be us**! In the 
project will grow to about I'/a 
pounds during the .seven-month 
growing period. 


The first catfish harvest will 


come In October, Oiler said. The 
G&FC will be given 5 per cent 
of the fish produced under the 
contract each year and these 
fish will be freed In the lakes 
where they are raised. The re- 
maining 95 per cent of the fish 
belong to the grower, according 
to the contract. 


OHt-r said he found out by ac-
